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This is a decision on the petition, filed December 14, 2009, requesting withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment in the above-identified application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.181 (no fee). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely respond to the final Office action of May 
29, 2009, which set a three (3) month shortened statutory period for reply. It is noted that a reply was 
due on or before August 29, 2009; however, the maximum statutory period for response ended on 
November 30, 2009, since November 29, 2009 was a Sunday. On December 3, 2009, a Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed. 

Petitioner asserts that a timely response was filed on November 24, 2009, with an appropriate 
extension of time. To support this assertion, petitioner submitted a copy of the Certificate of Express 
Mailing Under 37 CFR 1.10 "identifying these timely filed documents..." Accordingly, petitioner 
requests that the abandonment be withdrawn. 

A review of the written record confirms that a 3 -month extension of time, Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) and amendment under 37 CFR 1.114 were filed on November 24, 2009, as they 
are present in the file. Since the response was timely received in the USPTO on November 24, 2009, 
no abandonment existed. 

In view of the above, the holding of abandonment is hereby withdrawn and the application restored to 
pending status. The Notice of Abandonment mailed December 39, 2009 is hereby vacated .
